Joint Budget Committee. The bill allows money from the small
communities water and wastewater grant fund to be used to match money
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provided by the federal government through the federal "Infrastructure
Investment and Jobs Act" for certain clean water projects.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Colorado:1

SECTION 1.  In Colorado Revised Statutes, 25-1.5-208, amend2

state treasury the small communities water and wastewater grant fund,7

referred to in this subsection (4) as the "fund". The fund shall consist8

by the general assembly. The MONEY IN THE fund shall MAY be used only11

 (II)  All income derived from the deposit and investment of the17

moneys MONEY in the fund shall be credited to the fund. At the end of18

each fiscal year, all unexpended and unencumbered moneys MONEY in the19

fund shall remain in the fund and shall not revert to the general fund or20

to any other fund.21

SECTION 2.  Safety clause. The general assembly hereby finds,22

determines, and declares that this act is necessary for the immediate23

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety.24
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
